Died at the Hospital—He Was Charles 


Bmith. 


A fatal accident occurred Saturday af- 


ternoon on the Lakeview route. 


Charles Smirh of Nashua was the vic- 


tim, and a carload of passengers witnessed 
the sad affair. 


Smith came down on his bicycle from 


Nashua, Saturday, and intended to go to 
Haverhill. 
However, he started out tow- 


ard Lakeview and reached a point about 
Lalf a mile beyond tho Navy Yard, when 
the accident occurred. 
He was riding on 


the left side of the road and two cars were 
coming in the opposite direction. 
A pas- 


senger on the car which struck Smith says 
that the distance between the two cars 
was about 20 feet and the bicyclist thought 
the space was sufficient to allow him to 
cross the tracks and gain the other side of 
the road. 


The car was running at an ordinary 


rate of speed, and attached to it was a 
"trailer." 
A3 Smith crossed the first 


traok, the passengers noticed that he 
faltered and appeared to lose control of 
his wheel. 
Just then the car came down 


on him, strnck him on the head and threw 
him to one side. He was picked up unoon- 
scious and placed on the "trailer." 


A telephone call was sent to the ambul- 


ance station and when the car arrived at 
iMerrimack square about 5 o'clock, Dr. 
Kicker was on hand with the ambulance. 
The victim was placed in the ambulance 
and removed to St. John's hospital, when 
on examination it was found that the base 
of the skull was fractured and it was 
slated that he could live but a fsw hours. 


At 7.30, three hours after the accident 


occurred, he breathed his last. 
His name 


•was written on a receipt from a bicycle 
firm, found in Ills pocket, and this was the 
only way of identifying him, beyond the 
inscription "Nashua" which was on his 
"bicycle cap. 


Smith was about 2G years old and be- 


longed Ln Chelsea, Vt. 
He "was employed 


as a shoe cutter at Moody. Estabrook & 
Anderson's shoe shop in Xasb.ua, and was 
•very popular in tlmt city. Some of his 
friends came to ibis city 'Saturday night 
from Nashua. 


Fatal Nabnasset, in whose dark waters 


so many unfortunates have lost their lives, 
was the scene of another particularly sad 
drowning accident yesterday, in which 
two popular young men lost their lives be- 
fore the very eyes of relatives and friends 
who wore powerless to aid them. 


The party which went fishing there yes- 


_jrdav consisted of Dennis J. Morris. Hen- 
ry O'Bricn, Wlllium F. Burns and Rich- 
ard, better known as "Dick" Anderson, 
all of Delvidcre, and John McGlinchey of 
West Chelmsford. 
The two last men- 


tioned lost their lives. 


Mr. McGliiichey resided near the pond 


and the Lowell men were his guests. They 
fished until four o'clock when all returned 
to the shore. 
Anderson and McGlinchcy, 


however, re-entered the boat and set out 
to fish longer. They had out four Hues 
and In attending them tlie boat capsized. 


McGlinchcy was an expert swimmer 


while Anderson could not swim a stroke. 
Some one on the shore cried to McGlinchcy 
to hold Anderson around the waist. But, 
although the former inade a heroic effort, 
the latter In his struggles, bore him down 
and both sank into the dark waters, Mc- 
Glinchey never coming up. 


Anderson rose once to the surface but 


sank in a second's limn, before his friends 
on tho shore could lift a hand in his be- 
half. 


McGlinchey's brother and sister were on 


the shore and the boy started to swim to 
Anderson's assistance but he was too late. 


It was a terrible shock to those on the 


shore, the grief of McGlinchey's sister be- 
ing heart rending. 


The news of the fatality spread rapidly 


nnd last night was the principal topic of 
conversation in Belviderc. 


'"Dick" Anderson was very well known 


in that section of the city. 
He was 23 


years old and resided with his poor old 
mother on Fayctle street, over his pro- 
vision store, which is situated at the cor- 
ner of Everett street. 
He was a. sober, in- 


dustrious and genial young man and his 
friends were legion. For some years past 
he has been tho sole support of his en- 
deared mother and a more faithful and 
dutiful son eould not be found. 
His un- 


timely death will be mourned extensively 
He was a member of the Y. M. C. I., of 
Belvidure. "Jack" 
McGlinchey, as he 


was known to his friends, had many ol 
them in Lowell, though a resident of West 
Chelmsford. He \vas 27 years of age and

special correspondent: 


During tbe past three weeks I have had 


tmusuiil opporutnlfcy for obtaining addi- 
tional confirmation oC the facts contained 
In my announcement of the Impending 
uprising of tho Armenians ill Turkey next 
mouth. 


The exact date for the uprising has not 


yet been fliod, owing for , the most part to 
:he fact that the extreme custom section 
of the revolutionary party is not ready for 
active operations. AVhothcr- or not tho 
central section will wait for the eastern 
wing longer than tho mouth of May, I do 
not know, uor has the matter m;tunlly been 
decided. I am led to beliifvo that the east- 
ern wliig cannot be ready for hoKtilltLo.Q in 
May, 
and possibly not before July 1. 


Tho eastern wing has beon and is hav- 


.ng a hard time of it, owiu(j to two cir- 
cumstances over which the loaders havo 
no control. In the first place, the moun- 
tain passes lending to Van have been 
Dlockcd with snaw for months, so that 
only special messengers, following tho 
regular routes of travel, ooulu get through, 
and, therefore, it was imposslblo to for- 
ward guns and ammunition from Russia 
:ind Persia to the districts about Lake 
Van. 
ID the second place, the Armenians 


in tho eastern end of Turkey are In a con- 
dition bordering ou starvation. 
It is 


obvious that pcoolo in this condition can- 
not fight. On this point a leading execu- 
tive officer ol the revolutionary party said 
to me throe days ago: 


'If men have nothing in their stomachs, 


what can they do? Wo must first feed 
thorn before we can expect them to fight. 
When wo can get food enough on hand tu 
last two months then we shall show thu 
world bow Armenians can fljfht." 


A DifllcuH Problem. 


It is this question of food that tho revo- 


lutionary leaders will find most difficult ol 
solution; for the problem of smuggling 
guns into Armenia will be solved with tho 
coming of spring, which Is now just be- 
ginning to be felt in tho lower valleys. It 
is plain that 11' no food is to be had, people 
cannot bo fed, no matter how much money 
they may havo, and it is a fuct that iu tho 
eastern part oE Armenia food Is so scarce 
that tbe well-to-do and rich pcoplo havo 
no more than they actually need. 


As Cor the poorer Armoniaus, their con- 


dition is distressing in the extreme, and, 
added to tho robljcrles, ouLragus and mas- 
sacres which Turks and Kurds havu 
brought upon them, they arc no\v har- 
assed by a famine BO terrible that many 
of them arc actually dying of starvation. 
Few crops were grown last summer, owing 
to the fact that many of the farmers aud 
cultivators woro thrown into prison by tho 
Turks under charges of revolutionary con- 
spiracy. 


Tlicro will be no crops planted in eastern 


Armenia this spring, Cor the covmtr.jj 
everywhere is suffering from a reign of 
terror. Tho presence of the commission of 
inquiry at Moosh and the indignation of 
the Christian powers of Europo have had 
absolutely no effect on the conduct of 
either the Turks or Kurds in eastern Tur- 
key. 


TV hen the new grass of spring enables 


the Kurdish horsemen to move about tbo 
country, tbo work of exterminating tho 
Armenians, which was interrupted by the 
fall of snow after the Saesoun and Moosh 
massacres last autumn, will be begun 
anew. WHh no crops and no cattle, of 
their own, tho Armenians will either dlo 
of starvation or flee to Persia and Russia. 
Tho famine will seriously iillect both 
Kurds and Turks, as they live inuinly 
upon the Industry of tho Armenians—tho 
former by open robbery and the last named 
by extorting uud outrageous taxation. 


Somo of tho Turks and a few of the 


Kurds realize that they are killing the 
goose that lays the goldeu egg, lint they 
cnn do .nothing, as persecution of the Ar- 
menians is ordered by the Sultan of. 
Turkey. 


Proofs of Crime. >"ot Lacking. 


It is a fact, which the British govern 


meut can verify by consulting the report 
uf Mr. Patou, an onlclal of the British 
consulate at Tabriz, Persia, that in several 
cases tlia Turkish officials in the devas- 
tated district of Armenia tried hard to 
save the Al'mcili ans from death aud iheir 
property 
from 
dostruction, but when 


they protested agiviust the murderous 
raids of tho troops the officers read to 
them, the orders 6C thu sultan, uud so 
uothlug could l>e done. 


He was accompanied on this tour of in- 


vestigation by Dr. "Wright, an American 
missionary, stationed at Salmas. These 
gentlemen took testimony from several 
witnesses to tbe effect that when the Tur- 
kish soldiers and Kurds appeared at u cer- 
tain village »lioy killed some, of tho villagers 
v?ho dared to protest against their out- 
rages, and that one of the dead men was 
cut up and boiled in a kettle like so much 
beef. The boiled pieces were then given 
to the villagers as food. Tho wretched 
creatures wore compelled to eat tholr dead 
friend to tbe hist mouthful. 


In another village, a party of Kurds 


found a child asleep in a cradle. 
They 


overturned.the cradle and smothered tbe 
child. Then they dissected the body and 
roasted pieces of it before tho nrc. As n 
climax they compelled the members of tho 
fumlly, Including the child's mother, to 
eat the roasted pieces. 


But these are only casual incidents 


picked out at random from the..mass of 
testimony taken by Mr. Patou and Dr. 
Wright. 
The details will be found in Mr. 


Paton's report, if it Is ever made public. 


Tho revolutionary leaders hardly know 


whom to rely on, for their most trusted 
agents may be in the pay of the Turkish 
government. 


The headquarters ol the revolutionary 


party are In London, and it is from there 
that the head leader issues his orders to 
his executive Iciadera in Russia, Persia 
and Turkey. With regard to the financial 
methods of the revolutionary party, I 
look upon it as my duty to give a word of. 
warning to 
kind-hearted 
persons in 


America who are subscribing to funds for 
tho relief oJ tho Sossoun refugees. I iim 
f.onviuced that any relief money entrusted 
b any Armenian •will soouer or later ba 
iscd to help .the revolutionary cause.

How to 3Iako Evurton Toffee. 


Take a pound of molasses, tho same 


qnniitity of moist sugar and half a 
pound of butter, put them in a saucepan 
arge enough to allow of fast boiling 
over a clear fire, put in the butter first 
and ruu it well over tho bottom of the 
saucepan and add tho molasses and sug- 
ar, stirring together gently with a 
jnife. After it has boiled for about ton 
minutes ascurtain if it is clono hy hav- 
ing ready a basin of cold water and 
drop a littlo of tho mixture into it from 
the point of a knife. If it is sufficiently 
doua -when yon take it from tho water, 
it will be quito crisp, 
Now prepare a 


large, shallow tin pan or dish rubhed 
all over with butter to prevent its ad- 
hering and iuto this pour the toffeo from 
tho sancopan to got it old, when, it can 
he easily removed. 


How to Mn,lie Southern Stewed FJsli.. 
Take C pounds of striped bass, out in 


steaks, use bones of tha same, C yolks 
of eggs beaten together, 3 whites of eggs 
beaten together, juico of 3 lomoug, an 
onion, butter, salt and cayenne. 


Cut tho f->h into steaks, reserving all 


the bones, which you put down in a 
quart of boiling water with the onions 
fried slightly in butter, pepper and salt. 
In this boil tho fish steaks, which romovo 
when firm to a platter. Strain tho liquor 
in which tho fish bones, etc., havo 
boiled, squeeze into it tho lemon juice, 
add a littlo cayenuo to taste, and then 
very carefully add tho beuton eggs. 


Tho safest way to do this successfully 


is to remove tho boiling liquor from the 
fire, let it stand a moment, havo a lit- 
tlo~ cold water mixed with your ,egga 
and pour these gently into the hot liquor, 
stirring briskly all tho time. Return to 
tho firo until it thickens, but without 
boiling, stirring constantly. Pour this 
over tho flsh and set away to cool. 


Dress with neatly cut strips of beet or 


red pepper nnrl trim the edge with small 
lottnco leaves. This makes a delicious 
salad when sorvcd cold, but is ono of 
the finest preparations of hot fish dishes. 


How to 7ilako Haui Toast. 


Cut somothin slices from a stale loaf, 


toast and cnt into square pieces. 
Put 


tho yolks and whites of 2 beaten eggs 
Into a stowpan with an onrice of but- 
ter.

How to Clean Murble. 


Marblo is liable to become discolored. 


A plaster mado of equal parts of tho 
strongest soapsuds and quicklime to tho 
consistency of pasto and spread over the 
discolored parts will often drive them 
out. 
The stuff must bo loft on for 24 


hours and then washed off with soap 
nnd water. 
Ordinary stains on marble 


can ho subjected to an application of 
finely powdered pumice stone and pow- 
dered chalk. Finely sift'theso powders 
and add water nntil it becomes a pasto, 
and rub it well all over tho marbla. 
After it has been left for somo time 
wash the surface thoroughly with'soap 
and water, and the marbla will look 
liko new. 
Iron stains, which occasion- 


ally occur, cau bo taken out by damping 
tho marks with lemon juico or .oil of 
vitriol, or else with oxalic acid diluted 
with spirits of wine, and after being 
left on for somo time the spots should 
3)n rnbbed with old linen.

of Government. 


Delegated Legislative Bodies Under Corporation 


Influence Must be Rooted Out—Philanthropic 
Women Were Astounded at the Wretched Con- 
dition of Sister Women—Other Interesting 
Labor Notes.

"I don't want to know about it. I 


don't chooso to discnssit. I don't :ulmit 
it." Thc=o are the sentiments cm -which 
Charles Dickcus rc.sts ono of his enrior.s 
types, in one of his works descriptivo o£ 
human idiosyncrasies, even if in forms 
more or less exaggerated. That typ° con- 
EtitRtes a human trait well nigh nnivcr- 
EiiL V\"c seldom want to i:uo\vcr di'-'ensa 
anything new which does not hapin;n to 
ttrike onrfancy. And that is what k<jeps 
onr nation today iii hot water, ilost of 
our citizens refuse to know and to discuss 
anything which does not form part of tho 
creed of the trro old parties. Then, again, 
most reformers refuse to admit that 
there is much truth in any reform move- 
ment but the one they happen to like. 


Take, for instance, the fact that we 


are today entangled, iji ten shibboleths if 
not more. Lot us call thorn as follows: 
Tho gold standard, tho fcilver one, tho 
two together; the paper standard alone, 
high tariffs, low tariffs, uo tariffs at all 
nud hence taxation on land values, so- 
cialism, government by corporations and 
government without any corporations at 
nlL 
VTcll, do you ever meet anybody 


with precise concept ions about every ouo 
of those ten subjects? Do yoiioficucomo 
across people who talk or writo as if 
they had fully studied the principles in 
question? Are those subjects diflicult to 
•understand? They arc not, and few 
thinking men sceni to caro mucli about 
them except tho ouo or two they may 
happen to fancy. That is all wrong 
from top to bottom. Perhaps it is even 
criminal in the eyes of God for men of 
iutlueuco not to carefully study every 
ono of those ten questions, since they 
form the points of disagreement among 
12,000,000 or IS,000,000 Auicriciin citi- 
zens. 


In a nation liko ours as soon as a 


question is agitated tending to form n 
nucleus of thought among tho people, as 
Eion as that takes place, it becomes a 
first class duty for every ouo of us to 
fully apprehend the wholo subject, to 
totally understand it in all its ramifica- 
tions to social phenomena. 
Tlioso who 


fail to do that arc traitors to their own 
nation, unless they happen to belong to 
tho very poor classes for whom lifo is 
nothing but a drcnni of despair to make 
both eudaiaeet. And who knows? If tho 
writer's experience is worth anything, 
he w-onld say that not 1 in 20 among tho 
so called respectable elements in this 
nation have any precise conceptions 
about tho ten subjects I have referred 
to. Yet who should be the leaders of all 
healthy thoughts but those whom we 
call respectable? VTould wo have any 
troubles today if our influential classes 
took pains to grasp all social problems 
and thus rapidly solve them on princi- 
ples of plain honesty and ethics? 


Lee uj now look squarely at tho fact 


that there are but two central principles 
on which it is possible for men to agreo 
for good or for cviL Ono of them is self- 
ishness, and tho other is its opposite, 
self denial—the self denial which thinks 
more of universal happiness than of his 
own and his family or class, tlio self de- 
Dial which realizes tho beauty of those- 
words, " Whosoever will lose his life for 
my sake, the samo shall savo it.:' This 
truth corresponds to the actual fact that 
we can only rise in joy and manhood in 
proportion as wo help humanity to riso 
through laws of righteousness in the so- 
cial compact, by which to accomplish 
the highest divine ideals on earth. 


Perhaps few of my readers realize the 


negative results brought by wealth, most 
especially today, in" this nation of ours, 
in connection with joys worth having. 
"Why? Because today more than ever, it 
seems, most men feel inclined to believe 
that the only problem in life is how to 
accumulate wealth and how to keep it 
after it is,accnmnlated. Ami the latter 
is often more difficult than the former. 
And co basic reform movement can suc- 
ceed and no agreement among reformers 
shall be found possible until we all real- 
ize that our unity must rest on something 
higher than Cevolopmeuts in wealth 
through such and such processes. It must 
rest on love for social righteousness, love 
for strict honesty in all legislative enact- 
ments. Can we expect to succeed in that 
05 long as we have a government by cor- 
porations? Of course not. 
\Vo need a 


government without any corporations at 
all That alone can ever bo a govern- 
ment by the people. 


If the writer had to mention the two 


obstacles which in his opinion shall con- 
stantly be found across the path of prog- 
ress, and shall forever oppose every sub- 
stantial reform movement, he would 
then say that corporations and dele- 
gated legislative bodies are the two ob- 
stacles in question. There wo have tho 
two grand disturbing elements in the 
social fabric. 
Because don't you see 


that we give to our groups of legislators 
all the power that the old despots had? 
'Vv'ej give them : 


First.—The power to tax the people as 


much and in any way they .see fit. 


Second.—Tho power to issue any kind 


of money thev like and as little as they 
lite- 


Third.—The power of letting groups 


of men called corporations tax and rob 
the people through this or that privilege 
transcending equal freedom ;uud equal 
rights. ' 


Those three really supremo powers 


shonld be exercised by the grand con- 
gress of the peopio annually or biennial- 
ly assembled at the polls. 
\V"o shall be 


able to do tbat as soon as we have taught 
the masses the simplest processes of the 
science of government, which are virtu- 
ally recapitulated in "taxation and 
money resting on equal rights and ex- 
cluding all class legislation, and hence

Astound J'hllunthrojjlc V/omcn. 


Gasps of horror escaped from a group 


of philautlrropic women ycstorday in 
part three of tho superior court whou 
Mrs. 
Tc.ssio De.vio told, before tho as- 


sembly committed which is investigat- 
ing tho sweating shop system, of her 
long hours of poorly XJaid labor. 


jMrs. Dovio lives, witli her husband 


and throo children, in two small rooms 
i\t "01 Monroe .street. 
Sho might be u 


pretty woman, with her wavy dark hair, 
regular features and oval face, if she 
had lived in a class of .society where all 
mobility of expression and vivacity of 
disposition aro not crashed out at an 
c;u-ly age. 


Tho skirt of her gown was of a shabby 


black in line, :uid the waist was a light 
print. 
Sho wore tho earrings which al- 


most always adorn the women of Italy, 
and fastened around her neck was a 
pretty locket of blue, with an initial on 
tho front. Tho feminine tasto for pretty 
ornaments is planted deep in (lie, Italian 
woman's heart, and sho must bo in 
what, oven to her luxury starved eyes, 
is a desperate state of destitution beforo 
sho will port with them. 


As J,Irs. Devio's testimony was brought 


out through an interpreter the members 
of the committee leaned forward with 
wrapt attention, and thovo was silcnco 
in tho little audience present. 


Mrs. Doviois ouo of those women who 


can be scon constantly in the lower parts 
of tho city, carrying great bundles of 
meu's and boys' clothing on their heads, 
and her pitiful story is only 0110 among 
hundreds. 


Sho puts the last touches on little 


trousers for small boys, turning up tho 
herns at tho bottom of the legs and sew- 
ing on tho buttons. For this work she 
gets from 7 to 10 cents a dozen pairs, 
according to the quality of the goods. 


"How many pairs can yon finish ill a 


day?" asked Counsel Mayor. 


"Pour or live dozen," answered the 


interpreter for tho witness. 


"How many hours do you havo to 


work to do that?" 


"I commence at 5 :30 or 0 o'clock in 


tho morning and work until 12 o'clock 
at night." 


It was then that the expression of hor- 


ror came from tho women present, and 
tho members of tho committee exchanged 
glances, wliilo the witness herself was 
calmly unconscious of having said any- 
thing unusual. 


"But do not your children help you?" 


asked Counsel Mayer. 


"Sho says her husband helps her 


sometimes," replied tho interpreter, 
"but her children are too young. One is 
4 years old, another 3, and tho youngest 
only a year old. " 


Again were the hearts of listening 


mothers touched. They felt that each 
one of such tiny children needed con- 
stant, tender care. 


"What is the most you can earn in a 


week?" was tho next question. 


"I can earn !?2. SO if I work the wholo 


week all day and in tho evenings. " 


"You live, oat and work in two 


rooms?" 


"Yes, "was the matter of fact reply 


of Mrs. Dcvio. 


"Aro tlicro any other women in tho 


building with you who do this work?"' 


"Yes. 
They work on the same kind 


of trousers.'' 


"How much do they make?" 
" They make from §2 to £2.50 a week. 


If they mako moro than that, they must 
have help." 


Mrs. Devio said that she worked for 


a mail doing business at 198 Brooino 
street. She did not know his name. In 
the summer her working hours are short- 
er, for then sho stops at 7 or 8 o'clock in 
tho evening. 


Thero had been a little bustle of .con- 


versation behind the judge's big desk 
during the latter part of Mrs. Devio's 
testimony, and soon after sho stopped 
down from tho witness chair the green 
of new bank notes could bo seen in her 
liaiid. 


A constant chorus of "Da, da-da, da, 


da," had been coming fromoutsido tho 
railing in tho courtroom while Mrs. 
Dcvio was testifying. 
When she fin- 


ished, little Mrs. Louisa Casello took 
tho chair, and then tlio listeners knew 
that sho was tho mother of tho 15- 
months-old baby from whom the sounds 
proceeded. 


iLrs. Casollo is in tho same business 


HS Mrs. Devio. 
She is not yet IS years 


old arid has done this work since she 
was 14 years old. She lives in one room, 
.and her baby is sick. But she is, never- 
theless, a very jolly little woniun. She 
wore a brightly colored handkerchief 
over her head yesterday, and sho was 
pretty in spite of decidedly grimy checks. 


Before she was married sho did not 


havo any cooking to do, and by hurry- 
ing sho could finish moro than four doz- 
en pairs of the little trousers in a single 
day. 
This, she said, with a laugh that 


was contagious. 
ISTow that her baby is 


sick sho does not work. 


"He ought to be quiet and lot mo 


sew," she said, "but he gets too angry. " 


If tho wholo testimony given by these 


hard worked young women, who should 
be giving their time, to their children, 
could bo given in an auditorium, it 
would be an effective sermon.—Now 
York Times.

tho squalid creatures who inhabit them 
showed us rent receipts for $8 a, mouth, 
signed by tlio Pullman company. " 


•Why Tlioy Struck. 


A correspondent says of tho strike of 


tho employees in the worsted mills of 
Charles Fletcher at Olneyvillc, R. I. : 


Mr. ITletchor and his bosses precipi- 


tated tho crisis by firmly insisting that a 
lot of apprentice weavers should bo 
placed by the side of tho regular weav- 
ers, whoso new duty was to give tho 
former instruction. It was only since the 
Atlantic mills strike began that such an 
innovation was attempted. 
Tho thing 


wan entirely unknown to tho operatives 
of Olneyville, and only the mill officials' 
know just what was' intended. 


The weavers scnc word to Mr. PlEtcher 


that he must at once discontinue the up- 
preu tice sclionio or pay $15 to each weav- 
er engaged in giving instruction, and 
also pay $15 additional for each into the 
Textile union treasury. Weavers havo 
alway.i received compensation for giving 
instruction, and then it was entirely 
optional whether tlic apprentice should 
bo received. Usually it was some friend 
cf tho weaver. In giving instruction 
tho weaver suffers great loss of time in 
handling an apprentice. 


ISrothcrhood of Firemen. 


"In tho palmiest days of organized 


labor," said John J. Haimahan of Chi- 
cago, first vice griuul master of tho 
Brotherhood of Locomotive li'iremeu to 
a- Cincinnati reporter, "there was hover 
such au interest in our organization as 
that which prevails now. We aro 23,000 
strong and aro increasing every day. 
This membership is divided among 478 
lodges in every section of the country.''

ID 
t\vo hours1 lighting Cabral lost over GO 
killed, including himself, and the French 
five killed, including Lunler, and 20 
wounded. It is feared that thig encounter 
will lead to trouble with Brazil, the scene 
of the conflict being in debatable territory 
be tweeu the two countries.

A fatal accident occurred Saturday af- 


ternoon on the Lakevicw route. 


Charles Sniilh of Nashua was the vic- 


tim, and a carload of passengers witnessed 
the sad affair. 


Smith came down on hie bicycle from 


Nashua, Saturday, and intended lo go to 
Ilaverhiil. However, lie started out tow- 
ard Lakeview and reached a point about 
half a mile beyond tho Xavy Yard, when 
the accident occurred. 
He was riding on 


the l<:ft side of the road and two cars were 
coining in the opposite direction. 
A pas- 


senger on the car which struck Smith says 
that the. distance between the two cars 
was about 20 feet and the bicyclist thought 
the space was sufficient to allow- him to 
cross the tracks and gain the other side of 
the road. 


The ear was running at an ordinary 


ra.1". of speed, and attached to it was a 
''trailer." 
As Smith crossed the first 


track, the passengers noticed that he 
faltered and appeared to lose control of 
his wheel. 
Just then the car catuo down 


on him. struck him on the head arid threw 
him to one side. He was picked up uncon- 
scious and placed on the "trailer." 


A telephone call was sent to the ambul- 


nncR station and when the car arrived at 
Mi-rrimack square about 5 o'clock, Dr. 
flicker was on hand with the ambulance. 
Tho victim was placed in the ambulance 
iiTid removed to St. John's hospital, when 
on examination it was found that the baso 
of the skull was fractured and it was 
stated that he could live but a few hours. 


At l.SQ, three hours after th.i accident 


occurred, he breathed his laat. 
His name 


was written on a receipt from a bicycle 
Jirrn, found in his pocket, and this was tho 
only way of identifying him, beyond the 
inscription "Xashua" which was on his 
bicycle cap. 


Smith was about 20 years old and be- 


longod in Chelsea, Vt. He was employed 
a? a shoe cutter at Moody, Estabrook tt 
Anderson's shoe shop In Xnshua, and was 
very popular in that city.

West Chulmaford. The two last men- 
tioned lost their lives. 


Mr. McGlincliey resided near the pond 


and the Lowell men wei'e his guests. They 
fished until four o'clock when all returned 
to the shore. 
Anderson and MoGlinchey, 


however, re-entered the boat and set out 
to lish longer. They had out four lines 
and in attending thorn the boat capsized. 


McGlinchey was an expert swimmer' 


while Andurson could not swim a stroke, 
Some one on the shore cried to McGlinchey 
to hold Anderson around tho waist. But, 
although tlie-former made a heroic effort, 
tho latter in his struggles, bore him down 
and both sank into tlie dark waters, Mc- 
Glinchey never coming up. 


Anderson rose once to the surface but 


sank in a second's time, before his friends 
on the shore could lift a hand in hig be- 
half. 


McGlinchey's brother and sister were on 


tlie shore and the boy started to awirn to 
Anderson's.assistance but he was too late. 


It was a terrible shock to those on the 


shore, the grief of McGJ-linchey's sister be- 
ing heart rending. 


The news of the fatality spread rapidly 


and last night was the principal topic of 
conversation in Bclvidere. 


"Dick" Anderson was very well known 


in that section of the city." Ho was 28 
years old and resided with his poor old 
mother on Fayette street, over his pro- 
vision store, which is situated at the cor- 
ner of Everett street. He was a sober, in- 
dustrious and genial young man and his 
friends were legion. For some years past 
he has been tho sole support of his en- 
deared mother and a more faithful and 
dutiful son could not be found. 
His un- 


timely death will be mourned extensively, 
lie was a member of the Y. M. C. I., of 
Bclvidere. "Jack" 
McGlinchey, as ho 


was known to his friends, hail many of 
them in Lowell, though a, resident of West 
Chclmsford. lie was 27 years of age and 
leaves his parents and brothers and sis- 
ters.

In this boil the fish steaks,'which remove 
when firm to a platter. Strain tho Jiquor 
iu which the fish bones, etc.,

, May 27.—New treaties of 


fnr-reachlng importance have rciicotitly 
been made between Nicaragua and Hon- 
duras, and official copies have just been 
received In Washington. 
They 
were 


finally put Into effect by proclamation on 
the loth of last month. 


These treaties take a step toward the 


forming of a Central America nation out 
o{ the several small republics—Nicaragua, 
Honduras, Guatemala, Salvador and Costa 
Rica. The first treaty forms a defensive 
alliance in case of foreign war and an 
offensive alliance Hgainst common L-ncmies. 
It obliterates commercial frontiers, so that 
foreign goods ouco admitted to one coun- 
try arc free to enter the other. An ezprcss 
provision is made against the possibility 
of war between the countries by an article 
requiring differences to be adjusted by ar- 
bitration by sonic government 


On the American Continent. 


There has been more or less conjecture 


as to the formation o£ a Geutral American 
nation, but this treaty appears to be the 
first practical step 
toward its accom- 


plishment. Its proclamation nt Teguci- 
galpa on April 15 was followed by a meet- 
Ing at Managua of the ministers of Sal- 
vador, Honduras and the other republics, 
•with a view to carrying out article 53 for 
the acceptance of the treaty by all of the 
countries. 


The test of another Nicaragua-Hon- 


duras treaty has also been received. 
It 


provides for 
the 
arbitration of their 


secondary question by a commission, to 
be chosen by the two countries, and If 
an agreement on the commission is not 
made then Spain Is constituted llnal arbi- 
trator.

"I tk'ji't -want to know about it. I 


don't chooao to discuss it. I don't ndmit 
it. " Those arc the sentiments on which 
Charles Dickons rests one of his curious 
types, in one of his v/orks descriptive of 
human Idiosyncrasies, oven if in forms 
more or less exaggerated, Thut typo con- 
stitutes a human trait well nigh urjirer- 
sal. V!o seldom want to know or disctisa 
anything new which does not happen to 
strike our fancy. And that is what keeps 
our nation today iii hot water. Most oi 
oar citizens refuse to know aud to discuss 
anything which does notforrn part of the 
creed of tho two old parties. Thou, again, 
most reformers refuse to admit that 
there is much truth iu any reform tnovo- 
mout but tho oue they happen to like. 


Take, for instance, the fact that we 


are today entangled in tsn shibboleths if 
uot. more. Let us call them as follows: 
Tho gold standard, tho silver one, the 
two together, tho paper standard alone, 
high tariffs, low tarifig, no tariffs at all 
and hence- taxation on land values, so- 
cialism, government by corporations and 
government without any corporations at 
all. 
Well, do you ever meet anybody 


with precise conceptions about everyone 
of those ten subjects? Do you of ten come 
across people who talk or write as if 
they had fully studied tho principles in 
question? Are those subjects difficult to 
understand? They are not, aud few 
thinking men Geem to core much about 
them except the one or two they may 
happen to fancy. 
That is all wrong 


from top to bottom. Perhaps it is even 
criminal in tho eyes of God for mcii of 
influence not to carefully study every 
ono of thoso ten questions, siuce they 
form tho points of disagreement aruoug 
12,000,000 or ISjOOOjOOO American citi- 
zens. 


In a nation like ours as Boon as a 


question is agitated tending to form n 
nucleus of thought among tho people, as 
Eoon. as that takes place, it becomes a 
first class duty for every ono of us to 
fully apprehend tho whole subject, to 
totally understand it in all its ramifica- 
tions to social phenomena. 
Those who 


fail to do that are traitors to their own 
nation, unless they happen to belong to 
tho very poor classes for whom lifo is 
nothing but a dream of despair to make 
both ends meet. And who knows? If the 
writer's experience is worth anything, 
ho would say that not 1 in 20 among the 
so called respectable elements in this 
nation have auy precise conceptions 
about the ten subjects I havo referred 
to. Tec who should bo tho leaders of all 
healthy thoughts but those whom we 
call respectable? 
Would wo havo any 


troubles today if our influential classes 
took paius to grasp all social problems 
and thus rapidly solve them on princi- 
ples of plain honesty and ethics? 


Let us now look squarely at tho fact 


that there are but two central principles 
on which it is possible for men to agrco 
for good or for evil. One of thorn is Kelf- 
ishuess, aud tho other is its opposite, 
Eelf denial—the self denial which thinks 
more of universal happiness than of his 
own and his family or class, tlio self ds- 
nial which realizes tho beauty of those 
words, "Whosoever will lose his life for 
ruy sake, the same shall save it. " This 
truth corresponds to the actual fact that 
vre can only rise in. joy aud manhood in 
proportion, as we help humanity to rise 
tlirough laws of righteousness ill the so- 
cial compact, by-which to accomplish 
tho highest divine ideals on earth. 


Perhaps few of my readers realize the 


negative results brought by wealth, "most 
especially today, in this nation of ours, 
m connection with joys worth having. 
Why? Because today more than ever, it 
Beonis, most men. feel inclined to believe 
that the only problem iri life is ho\v to 
accumulate wealth aud ho\v to keep it 
after it is accumulated. And tho latter 
is often, more difficult than the former. 
And no basic reform movement can suc- 
ceed and no agreement among reformers 
shall bo found possible until we all real- 
ize that our unity must rest on something 
higher than developments in wealth 
through such aud such processes. It must 
rest on lovo for social righteousness, love 
for strict honesty in all legislative enact- 
ments. Can we o.rpect to succeed in that 
as long as we havo a government by cor- 
porations? Of uonrso not. Wo need a 
g-ovcruineut without any corporations at 
all. That alona can ever bo a govern- 
ment by the people. 
j 


If the writer had to mention tho two | 


obstacles which in his opinion shall con- 
stantly be found across the path of prog- 
ress, and shall forever oppose every sub- 
stantial reform -movement, he would 
then say that corporations and dele- 
.gated legislative bodies are the two ob- 
stacles in question... There we have the 
two grand disturbing elements iu the 
social fabric. 
Because don't you see 


that we give to our groups of legislators 
all the power that the old despots had?

Tho "Wretched Condition of Sister Women 


Astound Philanthropic Women. - 


Gasps of horror escaped from a group 


of philanthropic women yesterday iu 
part throe of tho superior court when 
Mrs. Tessie Dovio told, before the as- 
sembly committee which is investigat- 
ing the sweating shop system, of her 
long hours of poorly paid labor. 


Mrs. Devio lives, with her husband 


and three children, iu two small rooms 
at 801 Monroe street. 
She might bo a 


pretty woman, with her wavy dork hail-, 
regular features and oval face, if she 
had lived in a class of society where all 
mobility of expression and vivacity of 
disposition are not crushed out at an 
early age. 


Tho skirt of her gown was of a shabby 


black in hue, arid tho waist was n. light 
print. 
She woro the earrings which al- 


most always adorn the women of Italy, 
aud. fastened around her neck was a 
pretty locket of blue, with nu initial on 
tho front. The feminine taste for pretty 
ornaments is planted deep in the Italian 
woman's heart, and she must be in 
what, oven to her luxury starved eyes, 
is a desperate state of destitution before 
sho will part with them. 


As Mrs. Devio's testimony was brought 


out through an interpreter the members 
of the committeo leaned forward with 
wrapt attention, and there was silence 
in the littlo audience present. 


Mrs. Devio is one of those women who 


can bo seen constantly in tho lower parts 
of tho city, carrying groat bundles of 
men's and boys' clothing on their heads, 
and her pitiful story is only one among 
hundreds. 


Sho puts the last touches on little 


trousers for small boys, turning up ths 
hems at the bottom of the legs and sew- 
ing oil tho buttons. For this work she 
geta from 7 to 10 cents a dozen pairs, 
according to tlio quality of the goods. 


'"How many pairs can you finish in a, 


day?" asked Counsel Mayer. 


"Four or five dozen," answered the 


interpreter for the witness. 


'' How many hours do yon have to 


work to do that?" 


"I commence at o -.30 or 0 o'clock in 


the morning and work until 12 o'clock 
at night." 


It was then that the expression of hor 


ror came from the women present, and 
the members of tho committee exchanged 
glances, while the witness herself waa 
calmly unconscious of having said any 
thing unusual. 


"But donot your children help you?" 


asked Counsel Mayer. 


"Sho says hor husband helps her 


sometimes," replied 
the interpreter, 


"but her children nro too young. One is 
4 years old, another 3, and tho youngest 
only a year old. " 


Again were the hearts of listening 


mothers touched. They felt that each 
ono of such tiny children needed con- 
stant, tender care. 


"What is the most you can earn in a 


week?'' was the next question. 


"I can earn $2.50 if I work the whole 


week all day and in the evenings. " 


"You live, eat and work in two 


rooms?" 


"Yes," was the matter.of fact.reply 


of Mrs. Devio. 


"Are there any other women in the 


building witli yon who do this work?" 


"Yes. 
They work on the same kind 


of trousers.'' 


"How much do they make?" 
"They make from $3 to §2.50 a week: 


If they make more than that, they must 
havo help. " 


Mrs. Devio said that she worked for 


a man doing business at 198 Broome 
street. Sho did not know his name. In 
the summer her working hours are short- 
er, for then she stops at 7 or 8 o'clock in 
the evening. 


There had been a little bustle of con- 


versation behind the judge's big desk 
during the latter part of Mrs. Devio's 
testimony, and soon after she steppec 
down from tho witness chair the green 
of new bank notes could be seeu'iii her 
hand. 


A constant chorus of "Da, da-da, da 


da," had been coming from outside the 
railing in the courtroom while Mrs. 
Devio was testifying. 
When she mi 


ished, little Mrs. Louisa Casello took 
tho chair, and then the listeners knew 
that she was the mother of the 15- 
months-old baby from whom' the sounds 
proceeded. 


Mrs. Casello la in the same business 


as Mrs. Devio. 
She is not yet 18 years 


old and' has done this work since she 
Was 14 years old. She lives in one room, 
and her baby is sick. But she is, never- 
theless, a very jolly little woman. She 
wore a brightly colored hondkerchie; 
over her head yesterday, 'and she was 
pretty in spite of decidedly gl-imy cheeks. 


Before she was married she did not 


have any cooking to do, and by hurry 
iug she could finibh more than four doz- 
en pairs of the little trousers in a single 
day. This, she said, with a laugh that 
was contagious. 
Now that her baby is 


sick she does not work. 


"He ought to be quiet and let me 


sew,'' she said, ' 'but he gets too angry.' 


If the whole testimony given by these 


hard worked young women, who should 
be giving their time to their children, 
could bo given in an auditorium, i; 
would bo an effective sermon.—New 
York Times.

We went through the alleged model flats 
and found that a ramshackle affair on 
the top floor rented for $23. 
Why, in 


the sheds at the brickyards, which the 
company denies are ifsed as habitations, 
the squalid creature's who inhabit them 
showed BB rent receipts for S3 a month, 
signed by the Pullman company. " 


Why They Struck. 


A correspondent saya of the strike of 


the employees in the worsted inilla of 
Charles Fletcher at Olneyville, R. I. : 


Mr. Fletcher and his bosses precipi- 


tated the crisis by firmly insisting th at a 
lot of apprentice weavers should bo 
placed by the side of the. regular weav- 
ers, whose new duty was to give the 
former instruction. It was only since the 
Atlantic mills strike began that such an 
innovation was attempted. 
The thing 


was entirely unknown to the operatives 
of Olneyville, and only tho mill officials 
know just what was intended. 


The weavers Bent word to Mr. Fletoher 


that ha must at once discontinue the ap- 
prentice scheme or pay ?15 to each weav- 
er engaged in giving instruction, and 
also pay $15 additional for each into the 
Textile union treasury. Weavers have 
always received compensation for giving 
instruction, and then it was entirely 
optional whether the apprentice should 
be received. Usually it was some friend 
of tho weaver. 
In giving instruction 


the weaver suffers great loss of time in 
handling an apprentice. 


Brotherhood of Firemen. 


"In the palmiest days of organized 


labor,'' said John J. Hannahan of Chi- 
cago, first vice grand master of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen to 
a Cincinnati reporter, "there was never 
such an interest In our organization as 
that which prevails now. We are 23,000 
strong and are increasing every day. 
This membership is divided among 478 
lodges in every section of the country. " 


Women's Unions. 


Two unions of working women, em- 


ployed at the Putnam Nail works at 
Nepouset, Mass., have been formally 
organized under the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 
Those unions are Nail 


Pointers' union, C,510, and Nail Assort- 
ers' union, 6,511, and are composed of 
about 200 female wage workers.

MORE OUTRAGES ARE SURE TO 


OCCUR. 


Cases Which Have Not Been Previ- 


ously Reported.

KAP.3, Rxissia, April 20.—The folio-wing 


letter hag been received from an Armenian 
special correspondent; 


During the past three weeks I have had 


unusual opporutnity for obtaining addi- 
tional confirmation of the facts contained 
in my announcement of the impending 
uprising of tho Armenians in Turkey next 
month. 


The exact date for the uprising has not 


yet been fixed, owing for tho most part to 
the fact that the oktremo eastern section 
of tho revolutionary party is not ready for 
active operations. Whether or not the 
central section will wait for tho eastern 
wing longer than the month of May,.I do 
not know, nor has the matter actually been 
decided. 1 am led to beliive that] the east- 
ern wing cannot be ready for hostilities in 
May, and possibly not before July 1. 


The. eastern wing has been and Is hay. 


Ing a hard time of it, owing to two cir- 
cumstances over which the leaders hava 
no control. In the first place, the moun- 
tain passes leading to Tan have been 
blocked with snow for months, so that 
only special messengers, following tho 
regular routes of travel, could.gct through, 
and, 
therefore, it was impossible to for- 


ward gnna and ammunition from Russia 
and Persia to tho districts about Laka 
Van. In tho second place, tho Armenians 
In the eastern end of Turkey are in a con- 
dition bordering on starvation. 
It Is 


obvious that peorjle in this condition can- 
not fight. On this point a leading esecu 
live officer of the revolutionary party said 
to me three days ago: 


"If men have nothing in their stomachs, 


Trhat can they do? We must first feed 
the'm before we can expect them to flght. 
When Tfe can get food enough on hand to 
last two months then we shall shovr the 
.world how Armenians can fight." 


A Difficult Problem, 


It is this question of food thivt the revo- 


lutionary leaders will find most difficult of 
solution; for the problem of smuggling 
guns into Armenia will be solved with tho 
coming of spring, which is now j ust be- 
ginning to be felt in the lower valleys. It 
Is plain that if no food is to be had, people 
cannot be fed, no matter how much money 
they may havo, and It Is a fact that in the 
eastern part of Armenia food Is so scarce 
that tho well-to-do and rich people have 
no more thau they actually need. 


As for the poorer Armenians, their con- 


dition is distressing In tho extreme, and, 
added to the robberies, outrages and mas- 
sacres which Turks and Kurds hava 
brought upon them, they are now har 
assed by a famine so terrible that many 
of them are actually dying' of starvation. 
Few crops were grown last summer, owing 
to the fact that many of the farmers and 
cultivators were thrown into prison by the 
Turks under charges of revolutionary con- 
spiracy. 


There will be no crops planted in eastern 


Armenia this spring, for the country 
everywhere is suffering from a reign ol 
terror. The presence of the commission oi 
inquiry at Moosh and the indignation oi 
the Christian powers of Europe have had 
.absolutely uo effect on the conduct of 
either the Turks or Kurds In eastern Tur- 
key. 


When the new grass of spring enables 


the Kurdish horsemen to move about the 
country, the work of exterminating the 
Armenians, which was interrupted by tho 
fall of snow after the Sassoun and Moosh 
massacres last autumn, will be begun 
anow. With no crops and no cattle o] 
their own, the Armenians will either die 
of starvation or flee to Persia and Russia 
Tho famine will seriously affect; both 
Kurds and Turks, as they live mainly 
upon the industry of tho Armenians—the 
former by open robbery and the last named 
by extorting and outrageous taxation. 


Some ol the Turks and a few oi tho 


Kurds realize that they are killing the 
goose that lays the golden egg, but they 
can do nothing, as persecution of the Ar- 
menians is ordered by the Sultan oJ 
Turkey. 


Proofs of Crime Not Lacking, 


It is a fact, which tho British govern- 


ment can verify by consulting the report 
of Mi-. Paton, an official of the British 
consulate at Tcbriz, Persia, that in severa] 
cases the Turkish .officials in the devas- 
tated district of Armenia tried hard to 
save the Armenl ans from death and their 
property, from destruction, but when 
they protested against the murderous 
raids of the troops .tho officers read to 
them the orders of, the sultan, and so 
nothing could be douo. 


He was accompanied on this tour of in' 


vestigatioh by Dr. Wright, an American 
missionary, stationed at Sdlmas. These 
gentlemen took testimony from several 
witnesses to the effect that when the Tur- 
kish soldiers and Kurds appeared at a cer- 
tain village »hey killed some of the villagers 
who dared to protest against their out- 
rages, and that one of the dead men was 
cut up and boiled in a kettle like so much 
beef. The boiled pieces were then given 
to tho villagers as food. The wretched 
creatures were compelled to eat their dead 
friend to the last mouthful. 


In another^ village,' a party of Kurds 


found a child asleep in a cradle.. They 
overturned the cradle and smothered the 
child. Then they dissected the body aud 
roasted pieces of it before the fire. Asa 
climax they compelled the .members of the 
family, including the child's mother, to 
eat the roasted pieces. 
; 


But these are only casual Incidents 


picked out at random. from the mass of 
testimony taken by Mr. Paton and Dr. 
Wright. The details will be found.in Mr. 
Paton's report, if it Is ever made public. 


The revolutionary leaders hardly know 


whom to rely on, for "their most trusted 
agents may be in the pay of the Turkish 
government. 


The headquarters ol the revolutionary 


party are in London, and it is from there 
that the head leader issues his orders to 
his executive leaders in Russia, Persia 
and Turkey, With regard to the financial 
methods of the revolutionary party, I 
look upon it as my. duty to give a word'of 
warning to 
kind-hearted 
persona in 


America who,ore subscribing to funds for 
the relief of the Sassoun refugees. I am 
convinfied that any relief money entrusted 
to any Armenian will sooner or later Tie 
ised to help the revolutionary cause.

Leads to a Fierce Battle In Wlilch Many

PAHIS, May 27.—The governor of French

booters capturing a French soldier named 
Trajane, and robbing other Frenchmen on 
the frontier territory 
between French 


Guiana and Brazil, the governor sent a 
dispatch boat, with marines, to restore or- 
der. M. Lunlcr, captain of the marines, 
with only two men, took n flag of truce 
to demand the surrender 
of Trajane. 


Cabral, tho le-ader of the 
freebooters, 


treacherously fired upon M.' Lunier. A 
fierce conflict ensued, the marines coining 
to the assistance of the Frenchmen. In 
two hours' fighting Cabral lost over 60 
killed, including himself, and tho French 
five killed, including Lunier, aud 20 
wounded. It is feared that this encounter 
will lead to trouble with Brazil, the sceno 
of the conflict being In debatable territory 
bctvvccu the two countries. 


Ito-ciirorcements For Campos. 


HAVANA, May 27.—Two regiments of 


infantry were landed yesterday near Gi- 
bara to re-enforce the forces of General do 
Campos. 
The business men and the 


farmers of Sancti Spiritus have made a 
request that tho government allow them 
to form a regiment of cavalry. Four hun- 
dred persons make on offer of horses and 
saddlery, and they require from the gov- 
ernment nn equipment of arms and am- 
munition as the condition of going into 
service. Marcos Garcia, chief of the hist 
revolution, with others, offer their services 
as officers of the regiment. 


Further Figlitinp Probable.
